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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1958. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1958. 

The  vital  statistics  are  based  on  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
and  those  supplied  from  our  own  sources,  largely  by  my  predecessor,  and  are 
presented  in  such  a way  that  they  continue  to  meet  the  suggestions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

I have,  however,  included  additional  tables.  Table  I shows,  for  easy 
reference,  comparisons  of  the  local  rates,  adjusted  where  possible,  for  deaths, 
births,  Infant  Mortality  and  stillbirths  with  those  for  the  remainder  of  England 
and  Wales.  These  rates  are  slightly  unfavourable  to  the  District  except  for 
the  last,  Stillbirths,  which  tends  to  offset-  the  higher  rate  of  Infant  Mortality. 
In  any  case  rates  based  on  the  small  numbers  of  infant  deaths  which  occur 
during  the  year  are  statistically  of  no  significance  and  I have  included  a Table 
1 1 which  shows  the  actual  number  of  deaths  and  rates  over  the  past  five  years 
in  order  to  help  to  keep  the  position  in  perspective. 

With  regard  to  the  Deaths  which  have  occurred,  I should  like  to  emphasise 
one  or  two  points.  No  deaths  have  occurred  due  to  any  of  the  acute  infectious 
diseases  and  notifications  during  the  year  were  minimal.  Diphtheria  has  now 
been  virtually  eliminated  in  this  country  and  has  not  occurred  in  this  district 
for  ten  years,  due  to  intensive  immunization  measures.  Whooping  Cough, 
also  a serious  matter  when  occuring  in  infancy,  is  retreating  before  vaccination 
initiated  quite  safely  in  the  case  of  the  normal  child  within  the  first  2 — 3 months. 
Poliomyelitis,  too  will,  we  hope,  cease  to  be  an  anuual  scourge  as  the  new  vaccine 
appears  to  be  even  more  effective  than  many  ancitipated — two  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis did  occur  during  the  year  and  both  were  in  unvaccinated  children  and 
both  were  of  the  paralytic  type.  However,  when  a disease  becomes  rare,  people 
are  apt  to  become  complacent  and  it  can  not  be  said  too  plainly,  or  too  often, 
that  in  order  to  keep  free  from  any  recurrence  the  immunization  state  in  the 
population  must  be  kept  at  a satisfactory  level.  In  short  it  is  no  use  having  a 
satisfactory  vaccine  unless  it  is  used.  I am  grateful  to  family  doctors,  M.  & C.W. 
and  School  M.O’s,  together  with  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses  and  Mid- 
wives who  have,  and  are,  playing  such  a vital  part  in  ensuring  that  as  many  of 
the  population  of  the  district  are  aware  of  the  necessity  for  immunization  and 
are  ensuring  too  that  they  are  receiving  protection.  Last  of  all,  but  not  least 
we  must  pay  a tribute  to  the  large  number  of  parents  who  go  to  great  pains  to 
find  out  what  immunization  procedures  their  children  should  have.  Cancer 
claimed  33  deaths,  or  nearly  14%  of  all,  with  7 of  these  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung,  all  occuring  in  males.  Sufficient  evidence  has  accumulated  to  high- 
light cigarette  smoking  as  a potent  contributory  factor  and  the  adolescent  would 
do  well  to  pause  before  starting  a habit  which  is  not  only  injurious  to  health, 
but  expensive  and  responsible  for  considerable  amount  of  loss  due  to  fire  damage 
annually.  In  contrast.  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  no  deaths  and  this  under- 
lines the  strides  which  have  been  made  in  treating  this  disease.  However, 
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mortality  in  tuberculosis  is  decreasing  more  rapidly  than  morbidity  and  one 
hopes  that  energetic  measures,  including  the  more  general  use  of  B.C.G. 
Vaccine,  will  be  effective  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  this  infectious  and 
preventable  disease. 

The  public  water  undertaking  in  the  District  is  shortly  to  be  transferred 
to  another  authority  and  I feel  that  a tribute  is  due  to  all  concerned  for  the  careful 
and  conscientious  manner  in  which  it  has  been  managed  to  date,  and  in  particular 
to  the  standard  of  purity  which  has  been  maintained — no  easy  matter  bearing 
in  mind  a multiplicity  of  small  sources  of  supply  over  a wide  area.  I will  not 
comment  further  except  to  say  that  the  Public  Health  staff  will  continue  to  keep 
a watchful  eye  on  the  purity  of  the  water. 

With  regard  to  housing  one  feels  that  greater  efforts  will  be  made  in  the 
future  to  replace  substandard  property  and  to  bring  up  those  which  can  be  made 
fit  to  a satisfactory  state  by  the  increased  use  of  Improvement  Grants,  etc., 
where  applicable.  At  the  present  time  when  little  housing  for  general  needs  is 
contemplated,  the  waiting  list  of  council  house  applicants  stands  at  about  400 
and  it  is  clear  that  a large  number  of  these  cannot  be  housed  in  the  forseable 
future  by  the  Council. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Colston  for  the  compilation  of  much  of  the  report 
and  in  particular  the  section  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  should  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  both  him  and  his  staff  for  their  ready  help  and 
co-operation  at  all  times.  Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  all  their  Officers  and  Staff  for  their  patience  and  courtesy  in 
helping  me  to  take  over,  never  an  easy  task,  from  an  illustrious  predecessor 
whom  they  have  come  to  know  and  trust  over  the  years.

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Section  B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

The  majority  of  parishes  are  supplied  with  piped  water  supply.  During 
the  year  main  extensions  from  Edale  to  Ollerbrook  Booth  and  Mill  Cottages 
were  completed.  Regrouping  of  the  Undertaking  with  those  of  adjacent 
Authorities  received  considerable  attention  during  the  year  and  is  is  expected 
that  an  agreed  scheme  will  be  achieved  during  1959. 


Adequacy. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  rainfall  statistics,  the  year  proved  abnormally 
wet  during  the  months  of  June  to  September.  Hence  all  the  supplies  were 
adequate  to  meet  demands. 


Quality. 

All  public  supplies  are  chlorinated.  A routine  of  chlorination  is  established 
records  of  residuals  are  checked  regularly  and  repeat  samples  are  taken  from 
sources  reported  as  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory. 

Seventy  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  for  examination,  17  for 
chemical  analysis  and  53  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Thirteen  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  were  obtained  from  the 
following,  but  in  the  case  of  chlorinated  supplies  further  samples  were  taken 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

All  the  chemical  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Where  adverse  results  were  obtained  the  tenants 
were  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Fnth  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of  Simmondley 
and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

The  sewerage  schemes  for  Cockyard  and  Charlesworth  referred  to  in  last 
year’s  report  have  been  completed,  but  the  Charlesworth  works  is  not  yet  fully 
operational.  Sewer  connections  are  in  progress  on  both  schemes. 

A much  needed  scheme  for  Peak  Dale  has  been  prepared  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Authority  will  be  enabled  to  go  to  tender  without  undue  delay.

Refuse  Collection. 

A collection  scheme  is  in  operation  in  all  built  up  areas  of  the  Rural  District 
and  certain  scattered  hamlets  are  served  by  contract.  Disposal  is  by  tipping 
and  five  small  tips  are  in  use  and  as  suitable  covering  material  is  not  easy  to 
secure,  it  is  difficult  strictly  to  apply  the  recognised  methods  for  controlled 
tipping. 

Incentives  Bonus  Scheme. 

In  general  a fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  was  in  operation  in  the  area. 
Owing  to  disorganisation  and  partial  breakdowns  sometimes  experienced  it 
was  felt  that  a more  speedy  and  efficient  service  could  be  achieved  by  the  intro- 
duction of  incentives.  Following  negotiations  between  the  mens’  Union  and 
the  Council  a provisional  scheme  was  put  into  operation  on  the  ! I th  December 
for  a trial  period  and  experience  is  being  acquired. 

Statutory  Notices. 

Three  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Four  notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year,  one  being  outstanding 
from  1957. 


Moveable  Dwellings. 

Four  applications  to  station  moveable  dwellings  were  made  and  all  were 
granted. 

There  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  and  eight  licensed  moveable  dwellings. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority,  the  services  of  a rodent 
operative  are  used  part-time  to  treat  all  infestations  in  the  area.  The  sewers 
have  received  twice  yearly  treatments  using  warfarin  bait. 

In  a total  of  874  properties  inspected  during  the  year,  92  treatments  were 
made  by  the  operative,  a charge  being  made  for  the  service  at  all  trade  premises 
where  treatments  were  found  to  be  necessary. 

Swimming  Pools. 

Two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  district,  one  at  Hayfield  and 
one  at  Bamford  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Sampling  of  the  water  was  carried  out  as  a routine  and  all  samples  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 

Inspections  are  being  carried  out  of  all  petrol  installations  so  that  they  may 
be  brought  up  to  the  standards  as  set  out  in  the  Model  Code  of  Principles  of 
Construction  and  Licencing  Conditions  as  issued  by  the  Home  Office.  During 
the  year  forty  of  the  sixty-six  installations  have  been  inspected.

Further  work  has  been  proceeding  throughout  the  year  to  secure  compliance 
with  the  Regulations  and  as  a result  many  improvements  in  food  premises  have 
been  made. 

Educational  Activity. 

Following  the  successful  film  show  and  lecture  last  year  two  further  lectures 
have  been  held  during  the  year  to  selective  groups  of  trades.  One  lecture  was 
given  to  the  butchers  from  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  on  “ Cysticercus 
Bovis  following  a sharp  rise  in  the  incidence  of  that  disease  over  the  previous 
year.  The  other  talk  was  given  in  co-operation  with  the  Chapel-en-le-Frith 
Chamber  of  Trade  and  dealt  with  the  various  aspects  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950.

(D)  Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  at  the  three  licensed 
slaughter  houses  in  the  District,  one  each  at  Chapel,  Castleton  and  Hope.  There 
are  28  licensed  slaughter  men  in  the  Rural  District. 

This  work  of  meat  inspection,  involves  evening  duties  owing  to  the  late 
slaughtering  hours. 

The  result  of  the  year’s  work  is  given  in  the  revised  standardised  form. 

Poultry  Packing  Station. 

In  September  of  the  year  under  review  an  unoccupied  Mill  in  the  Rural 
District  commenced  as  a packing  station  producing  Broilers.  Broiler  is  a trans- 
atlantic word  now  in  English  usage  meaning  a tender  young  chicken  killed  for 
the  table  round  about  10  weeks  old.  The  packing  station  at  present  handles 
20,000  birds  per  week.  The  staff  of  the  Department  is  enabled  only  to  inspect  a 
minute  percentage  of  the  carcases  and  whilst  the  target  of  100%  inspection  of 
red  meat  is  achieved  at  the  three  slaughterhouses,  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to 
make  regular  attendance  at  the  packing  station.  Whilst  very  little  illness  appears 
to  have  been  caused  throughout  the  country  from  the  ingestion  of  uninspected 
poultry,  a laissez-faire  attitude  by  the  Department  is  not  adopted.  Modern 
slaughtering  techniques  at  a packing  station  may  disseminate  infection  through- 
out the  plant  unless  strict  hygienic  control  is  exercised  at  every  point.  Accordingly 
the  packing  station  is  kept  under  frequent  observation  and  the  first  year’s  full 
working  will  be  reported  upon  in  the  annual  report  for  1959.

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Section  E.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  was  no  vaccination  or  re- vaccination  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1927.  (Small  Pox  prevention). 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous 
persons. 

Disinfection  of  premises  or  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection 
is  carried  out  systematically. 

There  was  no  marked  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 


MALIGNANT  NEOPLASM. 

In  the  Chapel-en-le-Fnth  Rural  District  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
Malignant  Neoplasm  is  33 — (17  males  and  16  females). 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year,  1958  : Pulmonary,  4 ; 
Other  Forms,  2.  Total,  6. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  paid  a visit  to  the  District  during 
September  and  October,  operating  at  Chapel-en-le-Frith  and  Hayfield.  In 
all,  2,902  were  X-rayed,  including  1,847  at  a large  industrial  concern.
